LONDON, Sept. 24 (AP)—The 
royal panel of physicians who 
‘Operated on King George VI re- 
ported tonight the Monarch is 


gaining strength. 


“The King has gained strength 
during the day,” said the bulle- 


tin from Buckingham Palace. 
_- Britons anxiously ‘awaited each 
bulletin on the King’s. condition 
after the doctors removed all or 
part of his ailing lung yesterday. 

Palace sources said keen anxi- 
ety continued through the after- 
noon, but “we are pleased at the 
moment because things have gone 
as well as can be expected.” 

Earlier, palace sources said the 
55-year-old King appeared to be 
in good spirits and hopeful of re- 
covery. 

Queen Sees King. 

Quéen Elizabeth saw her hus- 
band this morning, then spent the 
tense hours reading scores of tele- 
grams and letters of sympathy 
arriving from throughout the 
world. Princess Margaret was 
with her. 

Eighty -four-year-old Queen 
Mother Mary visited the palace 
late today and may have seen 
her son. She went to the palace 
by automobile from her residence, 
Marlborough House, where she 
previously had met her eldest 
son, the Duke of Windsor, for- 
merly King Edward VIII. 

It was the first time the Queen 
Mother had gone to the palace 
since the operation. 

King Examined. 

All eight doctors who were 
present at the operation on the 
King yesterday morning exam- 
ined the patient this morning.

NO CROWD GREETS 
WINDSOR ON BIS 
RETURN TO LONDON 


LONDON, Sept. 24 (UP)—A 
lonely figure stepped from a 
train at Victoria station this 
morning. There were no crowds 
to greet him, 

The scene proved that King 
George VI has won the hearts of 
his people. 

The man who stepped from the 
train was the Duke of Wisdsor 
This was the first time afyone 
could remember that his return 
to London had not been greeted 
by still loyal crowds. 

Police had erected barriers— 
apparently for the crush that 
never came. This has been the 
usual precaution to protect the 
Duke ever since his abdication in 
1936 thrust the cares of the 
crown on his younger brother. 
The Duke drove to Marl- 
borougn house to pay his respects 
to his mother, Dowager Queen 
Mary. A ‘court source said it 
would not be possible for the 
Duke to see his brother for

People then 
lined up and filed slowly past for 
a first-hand look. 

There was no change in the 
plans of Princess Elizabeth and 
the Duke of Edinburgh to fly to 
Canada next week. 

The King spent the critical 
night under the watchful eyes of 
doctors and nurses. The. watchers 
were understood to include five 
of the eight doctors who took 
part in the two-hour operation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (UP) 
—Italian Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri told Congress today “it is 
now clear” a third world war will 


come unless the free world 
achieves forces powerful enough 
to balance out the force of Com- 


He said the war “must” be 
averted if possible. But if it 
comes, he said, Italy will be in 
the solid front for freedom. 

The tall, 70-year-old statesman 
frankly asked for more United 
States aid, such as defense orders 
and revision of the “unfair” Ital- 
ian treaty, so his country’s contri- 
bution of strength could be 
greater. 

‘Price of Freedom.’ 

“The Italian people,” he said, 
“feel that this iron law of solidar- 
ity in defense is. the price of free- 
dom of democracy. 

“Should they be faced with an 
aggression which all attempts at 
conciliation had failed to avert, 
the Italian people would stand by 
to give their contribution to com- 
mon defense.”

De Gasperi’s arrival coincided

PEACE CONTRACT 


Allied Commissioners 
Meet With Adenauer 
on Washington Agree- 
ment of Foreign Minis- 
ters. 


BONN, Sept. 24 (AP)—The 
three Allied High Commissioners 
met West German Chancellor 


Konrad Adenauer today for the 
first time since the Washington 
conference decided to give west 
Germany’s 48,000,000 people a 
Peace contract and invite it to 
join in the defense of the West. 

The High Commissioners gave 
Adenauer the first direct report 
on the Washington conference as 
negotiations opened which they 
expected to lead to a virtual peace 
treaty for the federal republic 
and the addition of about 10 divi- 
sions of Germans to Western De- 
fense forces. 

The private meeting was held 
at the hilltop residence of Andre 
Francois Poncet, French High 
Commissioner. He was. host to 


Sir Ivone Kirkpatrick, British | 
High Commissioner, and John ' 
McCloy, United States High Com- 
missioner. 

“Little San Francisco.” 

The negotiations will culminate 
in a “Little San Francisco” which 
would make the enemy of World 
War II the ally of tomorrow. 

The American, British and 
French High Commissioners held 
a preliminary meeting last night 
in advance of their conference 
with Adenauer. ~They sat in as 
advisers to the foreign ministers 
at the Washington conclave. 

The commissioners and Aden- 
auer are expected to set up a 
committee or committees of ex- 
perts to complete a “contractual 
agreement” to replace the present 
occupation statute. 

German leaders are pressing 
for a quick decision to deprive 
their political opposition of fresh 
propaganda material to use 
against the Allies. They have told 
Allied officials that the longer the 
negotiations last the more vitriolic 
will become the attacks of Dr. 
Kurt Schumacher, the opposition 
Socialist leader.

Kenneth De Courcy, editor of 
the pamphlet-sized Intelligence 
Digest, said the Soviet H-bomb 


was developed by Prof. Bruno Ka 


Pontecorvo, who left his British 
atomic research post last year 
and is believed to have gone to 
Moscow. 

De Courcy, whose journal an- 
nounced in August 1949—three 
weeks before President Truman 
made a similar announcement — 
that the Rusisans exploded an 
atom bomb, said his new infor- 
mation comes from persons be- 
hind the Iron Curtain who, al- 
though anti-Soviet, “have access 
to Russian classified material.” 

Pontecorvo did not return last 
year after a leave of absence 
from his job at Harweell,. the 
British Government’s main atomic 
research plant.

Liaison Officers Point

TOKYO, Sept. 24 (AP)—The 
United Nations command today 
told the Communists that Kaesong 
is unsuitable as 2 site for any fu- 
ture Korean armistice negotia- 
tions, 

Allied liaison officers gave 
these reasons in a note handed to 
Red liaison officers at Kaesong: 

1. Kaesong is too close to the 
main Red supply line, under at- 
tack by Allied warplanes, 

2. Red and Allied ground 
forces are in constant maneuver 
around the five-mile Kaesong 
neutral zone. 

3. Uncontrolled partisan 
groups, responsible to neither 
command, are active in the area 
and could take action at any 
time which would again cause 
a breakup of talks.

U.N. and Red liaison officers 
met in Kaesong Monday morning 
to set up arrangements under 
which talks, if resumed, could 
make the most rapid progress pos- 
sible. 

About six hours later the Reds 
sent the Allies a memorandum, 
contents of which were not dis- 
closed by Allied headquarters. 


When the hour-long meeting 
ended, a Red officer left the con- 
ference room with a wide grin. 
U.N. officers were poker-faced. 

Later an Allied spokesman in 
Munsan, the U.N. advance base, 
said he did not know whether any 
progress had been made. 

The Reds said earlier they 
wanted to discuss only a time 
and date for resuming negotia- 
tions. 

The meeting brought together 
the same four men who met in 
Kaesong July 8 to arrange the 
first full-dress armistice confer- 
ence that .began there two days 
later. 

Air Force Col. Andrew J. Kin- 
ney and Marine Col. James C. 
Murray represented the U.N. The 
Red delegates were North Ko- 
rean Col. Chang Chun San and 
Chinese Lt. Col. Tsai Cheng-wen. 

Move on to Kaesong. 

Monday’s meeting was sched- 
uled for Panmunjom, Red outpost 
on the outer fringe of the Kae- 
song five-mile neutral zone. The 
Reds balked at waiting for the 
Allied delegation to set up a tent. 
The U.N. officers objected to 
holding the meeting standing 
around on the road.

The convention also adopted 
resolutions advocating a Missouri 
Valley Authority and protesting 
against the reinstatement of the 
St. Louis earnings tax. 

The Donnelly resolution, which 
was sponsored by the St. Louis In- 
dustrial Union Council, charged 
that Donnelly “used his office in 
the interest of Missouri’s powerful 
utilities by demanding passage of 
and affixing his signature to a bill 
designed to reduce utility em- 
ployes to virtually involuntary 
servitude.” (Reference was to the 
King-Thompson Law which regu- 
lates labor disputes in public util- 
ities. The law is presently in- 
volved in court litigation on the 
question of its constitutionality.) 

“Posed as Liberal.” 

The resolution said Donnelly 
“nosed as a liberal and a friend 
of labor until his election to the 
highest office in the state, after 
which he clearly demonstrated his 
utter disregard for the wage earn- 
ers of Missouri.” It also pointed 
out that Donnelly anxiously 
“signed the Madison Act (an 
earlier act regulating labor) 
which was later repealed by the 
Sixty-fifth General Assembly.” 

“He has in general assumed a. 
lofty egotistical attitude with 
utter disregard for the sick, poor 
and neédly, which renders him 
most unacceptable to labor as a 
candidate for any public office.” 

Another resolution advocated 
that the CIO take the lead in 
development of the Missouri river 
basin through a Missouri Valley | 
Authority, similar to the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority. The reso 
lution -condemne the “Pick- 
Sloan pork-barrelling program of 
the Army Engineers as a worth- 
less project.” 

“Power Interests” Assailed. 

“Our National Government, as 
well as our State Government, 
continue to ignore the needs of 
the entire valley and permit 
themselves to be guided by the 
power interests,” the resolution 
said. 

The CIO also went on record as 
in “bitter opposition” to legisla- 
tion which would enable St. Louis 
to reinstate an earnings tax. The 
tax was termed “unfair, unjust 
and unwarranted, not based on 

ability to pay.” 

; The current session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly was denounced in 
a résolution adopted by the CIO 
delegates for passage Of a new 
small-loan law “allowing exces- 
sive rates of interest with virtu- 
ally no regulatory provisions.” 
The Sixty-sixth Assembly had be- 
come a “tool of the: money lend- 
ers,” the resolution said. 

Other resolutions adopted by

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VETERANS OF FIRST 
DAYS IN. KOREA PUT 
IN ANOTHER UNIT

CENTRAL KOREAN FRONT, 
Sept. 15 (Delayed by Censor) (AP) 
—Veterans of the first days of the 
Korean war have returned to the 
United Nations battle line and are 
fighting under new regimental 
colors. 

Soldiers of the old United 
States Thirty-fourth Infantry Reg- 
iment went into the line on the 
central front yesterday as the 
nucleus of the United States 
Fourteenth Infantry Regiment—a 
unit with a distinguished battle 
history dating back to the Ameri- 
can Civil War. 

The Thirty-fourth was the sec- 
ond American regiment to arrive 
in Korea. It was almost an- 
nihilated at Taejon in thie tragic 
campaign on the Naktong river 
perimeter in July 1950. It was 
then a component of the United 
States Twenty-fourth Division. 

Sent back to Japan last Jan- 
uary and reorganized, the unit 
was brought up to full strength. 
On Aug. 27 some 400 veterans of 
the Thirty-fourth were  trans- 
ferred to the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment.

Despite these repeated statements of policy, 
big business evidently continues to get the lion’s 
share of the defense contracts.

But 
when 10 firms get 40 per cent of all contracts, 
when 20 firms get 50 per cent, when 50 firms 
get 64 per cent, it is time to ask whether the 
procurement officers are faithfully carrying out 
their explicit orders. 

John D. Small, chairman of the Munitions 
Board, told a Senate subcommittee that small 
business received 22.5 per cent of all defense 
contracts during the first 10 months after the 
invasion of Korea, and that this proportion has 
risen in recent months. Let us hope that this 
trend, if it is a trend, will continue. : 

Nevertheless, the Senate Small Business Com- 
mittee reports that “the top 50 concerns have 
received many contracts for which there were 
alternative sources of supply equally competent 
to perform the, work satisfactorily.” 

It declares that many of the giants refuse to 
subcontract to smaller producers, but “hoard” 
their contracts even though their own backlog 
of unfilled orders is piling up. 

It warns that “the trend of concentration of 
defense contracts must be immediately reversed | 
if a top-heavy imbalance is not to undermine 

our economy, retard our mobilization effort, 
and entrench monopoly beyond hope of dislodge- 
ment in our time,” he 

Will defense officials heed this warning? Or 
will they go on paying lip-service to the prin- 
ciple while violating it in practice? 
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Get-Well Card for King George 


King George VI, who has undergone a major 
operation, will have the sympathetic good wishes 
of many Americans as well as of the British.

A Step Forward 

Another milepost on the long road to equality 
in the United States is about to be passed. Un- 
der the Army’s non-Segregation policy, the 
Twenty-fourth Infantry Regiment, a Negro out- 
fit that goes back 82 years, will be broken up 
and its men integrated with other units. 

The Twenty-fourth is now in line on the cen- 
tral front in Korea, where the men have been 
fighting hard, edging forward under Communist 
fire and taking hills at bayonet point. Up front, 
a man’s color ig supremely insignificant. 

As we havé noted before, the abolition. of 
segregation in the armed forces has worked al- 
most startlingly well. As time goes on, more and 
more persons will come to realize that segrega- 
tion never had a place in the services. 
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Flying Stunts Barred 
For barring certain types of stunt flying from 
air shows, the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
deserves commendation. It is a little difficult to 
understand: why the agency has been so long 
getting round to such an obviously needed safe- 
guard, The crash of a racing plane into a home 


in a Cleveland suburb during the Thompson 
trophy race two years ago, when Pilot Bill 


Odom’s plane flipped on its back and dived vir- 
tually straight down, killing a young woman and 


might have averted the tragedy at. Flag- 
ler, Colo., which has shocked the CAA into 
new activity.

If We Ban Tass 


Two things concern us about the movement to 
bar Tass representatives from the press galler- 
ies of Congress. 

One is the question of freedom of* informa- 
tion. In our opinion the Standing Committee of 
Correspondents was correct in deciding against 
a ban on Tass. ' 

As the committee said: “The principles of a 
free press cannot be upheld by abridging them.” 
As B. M. McKelway, editor of the Washington 
Star, put it, “American newspdapermen should 
not abandon under provocation their traditional 
advocacy of a free flow of information between 
peoples of the world as an ultimate aim of free 
men. . . . We should practice what we preach.” 

It goes without saying that Tass men repre- 
sent not only the Soviet press but the Soviet 
Government. Some may be spies. But if they are 
spies, that is a problem for the FBI. Excluding 
them from Washington press conferences would 
not curb espionage. It would only curb the free 
flow of public information. 

Our second concern arises from the wide sup- 
port among newspaper editors for’the ban which 
the Washington correspondents decline to im- 
pose. We fully e indignation of many 
of these editors over oslovakia’s imprison- 
ment of Associated Press Correspondent William 
Oatis. We believe the State Department should 
exert every effort to obtain his freedom. 

But it does not follow that the proper reprisal 
for the Soviet iron curtain is an iron curtain of 
our own. It does not follow that tactics which 
we rightly denounce when practiced by Russians 
become admirable when imitated by ourselves. 
Above all, it does not follow that the American 
press should undertake to conduct a cold war of 
ite own. The surest way for the press to become 
an arm of the Government is to act as if it 
were one.

Ceiling on So¢ial Security 
A case for liberalizing the social security law 
be made by many a person who, having 
reached the age of 65, finds the law more of a 
hindrance than a help. 

This is because of a provision that has the 
effect of all but preventing the retired worker 
from supplementing his social security check by 
taking a part-time job, or working for gain in 
his own business. : 

For the law demands that the worker must 
be retired if he is to reap any benefit from the 
pennies deducted from his pay check during his 

years. 

The test of retirement is whether or not he 
is netting more than $50 a month in his own 
business or in some other job covered by the 
social security law. If he is, his monthly retire- 
ment benefit is withheld. 

- This test does not apply in the case of the re- 
‘tired worker who has an outside income from 
other sources as, for example, investments. Thus, 
a@ man could enjoy an income of $500 a month 
from investments in stocks and bonds and still 
be eligible to draw his social seturity check. 

Some retired workers enjoy pensions earned 
outside the scope of the social security law, oth- 


“ers have annuities and a few profit from pri- 


vate’ investments. But many have little more 
than the federal retirement benefit. 
. Those who are attempting to struggle along 
on a social security check alone in a time like 
the present know how small it really is. And 
they have felt the frustration that comes from 
realizing that the law prevents them from sup- 
plementing the. check to the extent necessary, 
The $50 maximum on outside earnings does 
not operate. against those who have reached the 
age of 75. Congress might seek to determine 
whether it is feasible to give those who are 
from 65 to 74 the same consideration—or, at 
least, whether the $50 maximum should not. be 
increased to a point where it would bear a more

Such an investment in living is exemplified by the child 
learning to play the piano. The child protests and practices 
reluctantly. He would much rather give all of his time to his 
chief childhood occupation—playing at games rather than 
formal learning. His attitude is similar to that of many adults 
who devote all of their time to their jobs without a thought 
for the future. But when the boy becomes a man, he has a 
skill in piano playing which returns pleasure many-fold. He 
made an investment in living at a time when he could acquire 
the skills easily. It began paying dividends when he no longer 
would have made the investment.

In his view, 
the fact that large numbers of 
Berkeley citizens have been 
swarming to the previously ig- 
nored city council meetings is the 
finest fruit of his four year ad- 
ministration. 

“We've brought local govern- 
ment back to the people,” he said, 


“and shattered the iron reign of 


a little clique which ran the city 
to suit themselves for more than 
25 years.” 

The verdict of impartial observ- 
ers supports the statement. Evi- 
dence of the success of his refor 
regime is apparent everywhere i 
Berkeley, spriwling university, 
suburban and industrial city on 
the scenic hills overlooking San 
Francisco Bay. 

There is the modernistic new 
civic auditorium. with 200 more 
seats than the San Francisco Op- 
era House. There. are 10 new 
schools under construction—paid 
for by the first bond issue ap- 
proved by the voters in 29 years. 
Foxhole pocked streets have been 
repaved, the garbage collection 
system modernized, antiquated 
fire equipment replaced, salaries 
of underpaid city employes in- 
creased—and the tax rate held at 
its previous level. 

The eloquent minister-mayor 
isn’t particularly happy about the 
low tax rate. .“I'd like to add 2 
cents a year to the tax rate to 
provide new playgrounds and rec- 
reation facilities for our chil- 
dren,” he explained. “Perhaps 
that will be possible later on.”

Berkeley is a complex com- 
munity. As the home of the Uni- 
versity of California, it has the 
highest per capita of Ph.Ds in 
the country.. Its green hills are 
dotted with the mansions of mil- 
lionaires and financial tycoons 
who rule the destinies of world- 
wide business organizations from 
offices in San Francisco. Its val- 
leys and waterfront are packed 
with the modest homes of the 
“little people” who work in its 
mills and factories. 

August Vollmer, elderly former 
Berkeley police chief, beloved 
professor emeritus of criminology 
at the university, generally recog- 
nized as the originator of many 
modern methods of crime detec- 
tion, emerged from retirement to 
head the Cross campaign com- 
mittee. In soft, persuasive tones, 
he recited his theory that local 
government is the grass roots of 
democracy ,and to permit any 
well entrenched clique to flout 
the law and get away with it was 
an invitation to misrule and dic- 
tatorship. . : 

An impressive array of deans, 
professors and department heads 
came down from their university 
ivory towers and rolled up their 
sleeves to do their duty as good 
citizens on the lacal level. 

“We've been talking and writ- 
ing about democracy for a long 
time,” one professor commented 
as he rang doorbells and dis- 
tributed pro-Cross handbills. “Now 
we're doing something about it.” 

Labor organizations rallied to 
the ministers’ support, too, and 
parent-teacher groups endorsed 
his indictment of the dilapidated 
condition of schoolhouses in 
Berkeley, the city which calls 
itself the “Athens of the West” 
and the “cultural capital of the 
Pacific Coast.” 

The opposition came back with 
violent attacks on the “lunatic 
fringe.” They accused the Rev. 


Mr. Cross of having “Communist 
friends” and leanings. Berkeley's 
only daily newspaper was hostile. 
Although California municipal 
elections are nonpartisan, the fact 
that the Rev. Mr. Cross is a 
registered Democrat—and Berke- 
ley is overwhelmingly Republi- 
can—was hammered home. 

On the eve of the election, the 
Rev. Mr. Cross prayed for victory, 
but the “political experts” consid- 
ered his chances slim. When the 
votes were counted, he was victor 
by 17,000 to 10,000. 

A new broom swept through 
the city government. The Rev, 
Mr. Cross couldn’t have his own 
way entirely, since the old ma- 
chine retained many seats on the 
nine-member city council, but he 
managed to push through the vital 
elements of his program. 

The Rev. Mr. Cross invited all 
the people to come to council 
meetings and speak their piece. 
They came, and complained about 
such things as rutty streets and 
bad garbage collections. When 
word got around that such com- 
plaints were. followed by prompt 
corrective action, the city had to 
buy 100 folding chairs to accom- 
modate the increased attendance 
at council sessions.

Certainly, it seemed that South 
was being conservative, if any- 
thing, in bidding only five dia- 
monds over the attempted shut- 
out, but when it came to the play 
South found that he had never- 
theless set his sights too high. 
~ West opened the spade king. 
Dummy’s ace won and South hav- 
ing discarded a club, quickly 
drew trumps, then led and passed 
the heart jack for a finesse. East 
pounced on the trick and nat- 
urally shifted to clubs—and West 
lost no time in collecting two 
club tricks to defeat the con- 
tract. 


If South had landed at a slam 
contract his line of play would 
have been forced by the situa- 
tion itself, but since he was ac- 
tually only at game, and at rub- 
ber bridge, where an overtrick 
is inconsequential, he should 
have given greater thought to 
safety. 

The right discard on the spade 
ace at the first trick was a heart, 
not a club. Then, after drawing 
trumps, South should lead di- 
rectly to the heart ace and finesse 
the heart queen through East, 
ruffing, of course, if East plays 
the king, but discarding a club 
if East plays low.

A THIRD POINT of view—and 
the one which all of our own ex- 
periences with thousands of chil- 
dren studied at the Gesell In- 
stitute have led us to support— 
is that individuality is inborn. 
The child is born with a very 
definite personality (or at least 
with the possibilities for the de- 
velopment of a certain definite 
personality) just as he is born 
with a very definite type of phys- 
ical structure. : 


He is born tall or short, with 
a roundish head or a longish 
head, with long fingers or short, 
and with many other obvious 
physical characteristics. And just 
as clearcut are his possibilities 
for a certain type of personality. 
In fact, the two things are not 
really too much different because, 
we believe, the child’s behavior is 
a function of his structure. This 
means that he acts as he does be- 
cause he is built the way he is. 
There always a reason behind 
behavior, and the actual way the 
child’s body is built is the main 
reason he acts as he does. 

If you believe this, as we do, 
then your responsibility as a 
parent is not the shaping of your 
child in any way you choose, but 
rather helping him to be the 
best possible child of his own 
kind. But since the outside limits 
_of what he can be have already 
been laid down by nature, it is 
not your responsibility, or even 
within your power, to make of 
him the sort of person that you 
might fancy.
